ing as an address to you, the venal and corrupt, 
though making, as you notoriously do, no inconsi- 
derable part of the constituent body. | Every one 
is thinking about you, and what you are likely to 
do, but no one addresses you. In the most literal 
sense of the phrase, men pay their addresses to 
you, and the addresses which men pay they never 
publish. Yours are very delicate and private 
affairs. 

For the first time it seems to us that you ought 
to be addressed. Do not be alarmed. Do not for 
a moment sappose that we are about to waste 
words on you in reprobation of bribery, and the 
baseness of selling yourcountry. Your reply would 
be the same as that of the Irish jobber who was re- 
proached with the yore d of selling his. country : 
“Thank Heaven,” said he, “I have a country to 
sell,” 

So you thank Heaven you have a country to 
sell, and we are not so idle as to —* that an 

ents of ours could make you ashamed of suc 

infamy, We are not about to commit the folly of 
attempting to wash the Blackamore white. We 
know that there is no soaping such as you. Our 
purpose is to address you with reference’ only to 
* own interests, and to show you what should 

the state of the bribery market in the present 
great crisis, 

Our 1 gehrypege is that the monopolists will 
overreach you, and that you will sell yourselves too 
cheap from ignorance of what you are about in this 
momentous conjuncture. 

First you have to observe that none of the pre- 
cedents of bribery are applicable to present circum- 
stances. You had ten’ pounds at the last election 
for voting for a candidate who would govern a 
third of the kingdom on the principle of coercion 
instead of conciliation, You cared not a rush for 
Ireland, you cared, as you delight to express it, for 
nobody but “ number one.” Well, but a new ques- 
tion has arisen, which extremely concerns this 
same “number one.” What'are the terms on which

It would be vain to implore you not to be rogues, 
but don’t be at once rogues and fools. Have a care 
that the biter is not bit.. The monopolist who buys 

! } the power of re- 
paying himself tenfold, or more, out of your 
pocket. You begin repaying him with the very next 
morsel you put into your mouth. As in the suck- 
ing pumps, you must throw down a cup of water 
to make ‘the instrument work so as to bring up 
tuns, so the monopolist throws a few pounds into 
your pocket to pump it x again at cent. per cent, 
interest.‘ The mouth with which you give your 
vote for him pays toll to him in every morsel that 
it takes in. You are thus overreached, and heavily 
the loser by bribery.: If the monopolist gave you 
a hundred pounds for your vote ‘he would not give 

ou the equivalent for what he deprives you of. 

ow we know how useless it would be to expatiate 
to you on the cruel injury you do to society. by 
selling your vote to those who support systems of 
restriction at the expense of its vital interests; if you 
profited by the bargain you would trouble your- 
selves little about the damage to the rest of the com- 
munity, but yet you are not in love with mischief, 
it is pelf that you are in love with, and we are sure 
that we only & you justice in supposing that you 
would not do an injury to your country without 
some benefit to yourselves—much more, that you 
would not do an injury to your country in which 
you yourselves would be sharers. Now this is 
what you have to consider. 
satirists makes his prince of rogues once resolve on 
an honest line of conduct, because, after the most 
anxious consideration, he could not see how any- 
thing was to be got by a knavish course. This is 

recisely what we would make you understand. 

e do not call upon you to be honest for once 
because of the satisfaction of honesty—we might 
as well invite the blind to the choice of any par- 
ticular colour because of its beauty—but we argue 
that you should be honest in this crisis because you 
have nothing to gain.comparable with what you 
must lose by any other course of conduct. Your 
option is this: Government offers you a great 
benefit—the monopolist offers you a paltry sum 
that you may forego the greater gain. What man 
with a particle of sense, not to mention honesty 
to you, will hesitate as to the choice? 

f you look at the —— in the gross, you will 
see at once what a bubble bargain the corrupter 
would drive with you. 

A great authority in financial: statistics, the 
writer of a tract called The Many sacrificed to 
the Few by the Food Monopoly, calculates the 
enhancement of prices by the system improperly

bargain? Bribery heretofore has been a Very dif- 
ferent thing from what bribery is now; base it 
always has been, and always must be, but it is 
vain to talk to you of that; but itis also, in this crisis, 
a preposterous folly, for you are to be bribed to deny 
yourselves on mparably more beneficial, 
to you than the bribe.» But your cupidity may 
rise with this proposition, and you may say, ‘ The 
monopolist may give us in ready money the value 
of our interest in the relief project.’ He must, 
then, give you bribes of hundreds, which with 
your numbers, in too many constituencies, would 
amount to thousands, and to sums which you will 
find your corrupters not prepared to expend on 
you. A rise in your bad market corresponding at 
all, to the interests which you have at stake in the 
scheme of relief, would raise the prices of corrup- 
tion. beyond the means of your buyers. You 
would on such terms exhaust your corrupters. 

We have exemplified the present fallacy of bri- 
bery in the gross. We will now illustrate it in an 
apparently very small instance. a 

ou have heard avast profession of concern for the 
interests of the farmers and agricultural labourers, 
of some of both which classes some of you whom we 
now address doubtless are. Many of the small farm- 
ers and labourers occupying cottages, with a little 
gerden, small orchard, or the like, used to make their 
ew pounds a year by the sale of fruit for preserv- 
ing. The high price of sugar for the last two or 
three years destroyed the market for their produce, 
which was left to rot, or thrown to the pigs. The 
monopolist offers these poor people a bribe of five or 
ten pounds to elect him, and to empower him to 
put a negative on the reduction of the’ foreign 
sugar duties. Why, his bribe will not compensate 
for the lost fruit of any one past year, to say no- 
of the future, or of the enhanced price of 
food to the little farmer or labourer ; and, poor as 
the man may be, it would be better. worth his while 
to sell his bed to give a bribe to the candidate to 
vote against the monopolies, than to receive one to 
enable the candidate to continue his burdens. The 
instance we have given shows but a partial effect of 
one monopoly, and that not the greatest ; but when 
such are partial effects, what must be the full con- 
sequences of the monopolies ? 

And you have all your own experiences if you 
will but consult them. You all are to be found in 
some category or other of the monopolists’ oppres- 
sions. You know what the misery of rising bread 
and falling wages is ; or you know how your house- 
hold economy has suffered from dear sugar ; or you 
know the bad thrift of using bad timber at a high 
price ; or you know the eyils of declining foreign | 
markets through the refusal to take foreign corn in 
exchange, and the * forced growth of 
foreign manufactures. And, knowing these things, 

ou know how to strike the balance between the 

rge reliefs offered to you hy the Government, and 
the wretched bribe of the monopolists for the con- 
tinuance of your injurious burdens and impolitic 
restrictions, The man who takes a bribe on such 
terms is not only a confirmed knave, but a consum- 
mate fool. |

Nothing could be more explicit and unflinching 
than Lord John Russell's exposition of his views.

Here is the case of the monopolies broadly de- 
fined—taxes which do not enter into the Exche- 
quer—taxes paid by the people to different classes 
in the country—taxes which have this fault in 

iar enormity, that there is no correspondence 
ween the amount of the exaction from the con- 
sumer and the proceeds to the receivers—taxes 
which ——— burden the peor without at all 
roportionably enriching the classes for whose 
ancied benefit they are levied. 


“Lord John Russell very happily disposed of the 
senseless c against Ministers of producing 
excitement, as if any good could be offered to the 
world without the concomitant of excitement— 

“1 am told this is a question which, especially with the 
ferment of a election, will raise excitement through- 
out the country. Why, gentlemen, there is no question 
deeply affecting the interests of the country, whether it 
affects their comforts, their prosperity, or their rights, which 
does not excite feeling and emotion, and thereupon it may be 
said, that those who e it are endeavouring to create 
an excitement. (Hear.) But it is not for the sake of the 
excitement, but for the matter itself, that I stand before you; 
and if the matter is important, why, the excitement is the 
necessary ordeal th which it must come.” 


We have quoted a striking passage from Mr 
Loyd's speech, in which he describes the Minis- 
terial plans as unswaddling the Hercules of Com- 
merce, but it has, in our view, the double merit of 
unswaddling both Commerce and Agriculture. The 
latter, indeed, is more swaddled than the former. 
Commerce has contrived to grow in its fetters, but 
Agriculture, in the board and bandages of its old- 
fashioned nurses, has been coddled into a sickly 
and rickety condition. Unswathe it, expose it to 
the free air, let it braye competition, and it will 
develope its resources in the wholesome struggle, 
as all other interests, upon which the experiment 
has been tried, have done. 


Lord John Russell argues truly that what he 

roposes will eventually be serviceable to the 
funded interest, and he mentioned the fact that the 
majority of the greatest proprietors, including the 
most eminent agriculturists, are hostile to the 
Corn Laws. 


“ Let us look at the opinions of one who has always been 

a high authority on these subjects, who has devoted his 
whole attention to agriculture, and devoted the whole of a 
long life to agricultural pursuits—I mean my Lord Leicester,

I say, then, why are you 
to come with your laws and with your government-—not for 
the purpose of protection—not for the pu for which go- 
vernment and laws were instituted—but for the purpose of 
lacing a bar between those two men, so that one shall not 
ave the clothing he wishes at a cheap rate, and that the 
other shall pot have the food which he might obtain; but 
that you, from short-sighted wisdom, or from some refined 
agement of being independent of foreign supply (cheers 
and laughter), and from various other subtle and 1 ious 
reasons, should raise up a legislative bar—cosdemn one 
to insufficient and dear clothing—the other to scanty and 
dear food, and then say that your law is a monument of le- 
gislative wisdom? (Vehement cheering.) 
The admirable speech from which these extracts 
are made was received with enthusiasm by proba- 
bly the most enlightened and wealthy commercial 
assembly that was ever convened. The import- 
ance of such a manifestation of opinion can hardly 
be overrated. In the metropolis of commerce the 
sound interests of commerce are happily stronger 
than the unduly favoured, and the merchants and 
traders of London will 
“ Assist their patriot in their own defence.”

The Bishop contains this kind of warning, and 
‘¢ a very clever book. It has been suggested by 
Mr Henry Taylor's — *5* and what we said 
of that production is applicable to this; in the 
manner of thinking no less than of expressing the 
thoughts, the style of Lord Bacon is often success- 
fully imitated. The writer is happy in illustration, 
at once quaint and familiar. : : 

And he avoids the extreme errors into which Mr 
Taylor fell. He does not set forth the age at which 
a man who expects to be a Bishop should marry, 
nor what manner of woman he should take to 
wife. He does not prescribe the furniture he 
should have in his house, nor suggest its most ad- 
visable arrangement. He is silent on the sub- 
ject of meals, and fails to insist on the memorable 
fact, that “ most great men have died of over- 
eating themselves.” And yet we cannot but sus- 

t that the Bishop, as well as the Statesman, is 
indebted for much wisdom to the timely precepts 
of Don Quixote, when. he sought to adapt the 
habits, manners, and morals of his faithful Sancho, 
to the new government of Barataria. 

“In the first place, Sancho, I charge you to be 
cleanly and pare your nails, You must never 
appear loose and unbuttoned: for a slovenly dress 
denotes a disorderly mind; unless that looseness 
and negligence be the effect of cunning, as we sup- 

se to have been the case with Julius Cesar. . 
Walk leisurely, speak distinctly, but not so as to 
seem delighted with your own discourse ; for all 
affectation is disagreeable. Dine sparingly and eat 
very little at supper. Beware, Sancho, of 
chewing on both sides of vour mouth, as well as 
eructing before company. Your garb shall 
consist of breeches and stockings ; a full waistcoat 
with skirts and hanging sleeves, and a loose coat; 
but never think of wearing trunk hose, which nei- 
ther become gentlemen nor governors.” 

So, making needful difference between a Sancho 
and a Bishop, in something of a like fashion ad- 
viseth our author, ‘“ Where you subscribe as an 
act of delicate charity, put down your name for a 
dozen copies, so as clearly to manifest your inten- 
tion.” —“ When you extract from another's writing, 
quote from the book, not from the author, and 
limit the observations you make as strictly as pos- 
sible to the individual passage.”-—“‘ You must treat 
your chaplains and secretary not only as gentle- 
men, but as gentlemen having claims on your 
esteem. . Should you then ask them to ring a 
bell or shut a door, they will know that you do not 
address them as servants, and they will be gratified 
by a familiarity which marks not condescension, 
but confidence.’—‘ Your Lordship must not be 
ashamed or afraid of relaxation, Amusements are 
equally necessary to your bodily health and your 
intellectual vigour ; it is possible to contribute to 
the hilarity of a company without ificing the 
smallest portion of your Parag adig —— 
a discussion with me, merely in your individual 
capacity, you must not suddenly put on your mitre, 
and come bishop over me. Should you do so, you 
will weaken. my respect for yourself, and you will 
not increase it for your office.” —“ In hours of re- 
tation our conversation should be, just what 

ls think it should not he, as little professional

It is, however, necessary to be 
very cautious lest your praise of one person may 
undesignedly imply a censure upon another; that 
1s, your praise must be so worded as not to convey 
a notion of preference, or at least of preference 
extending beyond the individual action’”)—when

the nice balancing of compliment, we again recog- 
nize in another form the wisdom of the res 
Quixote, ogee, | Sancho’s appearance on horse- 
back. “Do not lean backwards over the saddle, 
nor stretch out your legs stiffly from the horse’s 
belly, nor let them hang dangling in a slovenly 
manner, as if you were on the back of Dapple. 
For some ride like jockies, and some like gentle- 
men.” So is it that some compliment like jockies, 
and some like bishops. Slovenly or danglin 
compliments are for the Dapple days. Nor woul 
our author forbear the same niceties of caution, in 
truth as well as compliment. “ Contradict false 
reports only when they are brought before you, 
and let it be generally known that this is your 
rule of conduct; otherwise, should you volunteer 
a contradiction in one case, you will be presumed 
to have given a tacit confession in those cases 
where you have been silent either from ignorance, 
inadvertence, or not thinking the report worth 
your trouble.” This, we will venture to think, is 
carrying caution a little too far ; and other maxims 
are not wanting, with the same dash of equivocal 
morality. ‘‘Those whom you secretly know or 
strongly suspect to be falsehearted, it will be suffi- 
cient to keep at arm's length ; but where there are 
overt actions, where a man is openly known as a 
liar, a traitor, or an open defier of the rules of 
good breeding, you must shun him, and be known 
to shun him; he must be excluded from your 
table, and so far as possible from your house, and 
in general society every approach to intimacy 
must be avoided.’’ 


While we thus glance at the defects of this little 
book (and there are others we do not care to dwell 
upon) we wish to be understood as heartily 
approving of the greater part of it. The style is 
very clever, the illustration excellent, and the 
spirit of the writer for the most part just and 
manly. We think that Sydney Smith would read 
it in an approving humour, and that it would not 
lie heavily on the patience of Archbishop Whately. 
And this is no small praise. Our extracts, which 
we take nearly at random, will repeat and jus- 
tify it.

We honour a man who pro- 
fesses to seek the of his country or his church, only 
when he seeks means worthy of his intentions; we reject 
him with scorn, if the means he employs be scandalous or 
immoral. Ali men assent to the truth of this proposition, 
and exclaim bitterly against their adversaries when they see 
them sacrifice any ion of moral principle. But the 
Jesuits by no means have the monopoly of the infamous 
rule, ‘that the end sanctifies the means ;’ it is held in kind, 
though not, in degree, by many of the loudest de- 
claimers et e protligacy of Jesuitism, 1 can, unfor- 
tunately, show you more than one instance where not only 
was the use of immoral means sanctioned, but the neglect of 
their employment declared to be a dereliction of duty. It 
would be not less painful to me than to others to quote an 
example at home, but the papers of the day furnish we with 
a case in point, to which experience may furnish domestic 
parallels. A schism in southern Russian has long divided 
the Greek church; the established party has endeavoured 
to show that the heferodoxy of their opponents is the ‘ apos- 
tasy of the latter days,’ and its promulgator the ‘ Man of 
Sin’ mentioned by St Paul. One of the Greek clergy has ably 
demonstrated that these interpretations of the scripture are 
erroneous, and he has been met by declaring that his expo- 
sure of such misapplications is ‘a heavy blow and a great 
discouragement’ to the established Greek church. Nieu- 
berg, the preacher who has had the courage to reprove his 
brethren for using false interpretations of the scripture as 
weapons in controversy, is now an exile; and though his 
zeal for his church has never been doubted, he has been 
punished for refusing to obtain a noble end by ignoble 
means. 

“ I do not say, because I do not believe, that you will find 
persons willing to employ the dagger or poison to attain 
their ends, but you will meet, and among those who are 
called conscientious men, moral assassination regarded as a 
venial crime, treachery represented as a venial crime, false- 
hood ostentatiously preferred to truth, injustice made the 
rule, and justice the exception.

The Idler in France. By the Countess of Bless- 
ington. Twovols. Colburn. 


This is the concluding portion of Lady Blessing- 
ton's residence abroad. It is very pony writ- 
ten. The character and style of the book are 
in delightful accordance. e have not the least 
difficulty in believing it to be what it purports to 
be. It has the lightness, the unstudied freshness 
of manner, which belongs of right to impressions 
recorded at the time. Thoughts as they rise, appear 
in it; sometimes inconsistent with each other, they 
mark the truthfulness, not the inconsistency, of the 
writer. Lady Blessington lived in Paris through 
the Three Days, and her journal shows to us with 
striking effect, not only that sudden stream of great 
events, but the eddies in its current. 

The other parts of the work, descriptive of the 
residence before the Revolution, we find distin- 
guished by the same nicety of observation, the 
same well-bred and good-humoured perception of 
character, which challenged high praise for the 
Idler in Italy. But there is here more lightness of 
touch, in the description of localities as well as 
persons ; and, throughout, ter truth and reality 
of colouring. We had nothing so in the last 
book, as the good hostess and pleasant old inn of 
Arles. 

It is little to add that we object to an opinion 
now and then. N range, Hag said intrusively, and 
nothing ungenerously. We differ, as with a friend 
whom we esteem. When Lady Blessington has 
described her delightful saunter through Rousseau’s 
old hermitage, she describes what differences of 
opinion there broke out in her whole party, about 
the poor philosopher; and adds “ On one point all 
agreed; which was, that, if judged by his actions, 
little could be said in mitigation of the conduct of 
him who, while writing sentiments fraught with 
passion and tenderness, could consign his offspring 
to a foundling hospital!” Well, this agreement 
of opmion was very natural, and yet should we 
have ventured to differ and to have expected Lady 
Blessington to differ. The “ writing sentiments 
fraught with passion and tenderness” was precisely 
the faculty, in Rousseau's case, which enabled him 
to deceive himself as to that crime against his 
children. It is a man of Rousseau’s subtlety, 
combined with egotistical passions, that can de- 
ceive himself best, as long as he desires to do so. 
And it is also such a man, in whom remorse is 
strongest, when the time arrives at which his 
sions no longer insist on the tion. 
was the case with Rousseau. It was the single act 
in his life, which he then deplored unceasingly. 

Great is the temptation to extract, as we reopen 
this Idler in Paris.

This counsel is given without any 
attempt at concealing the contempt the giver of it entertains 
for your opinion, and the perfect satisfaction he indulges for 
his own.

The National Theatre, at New York; destroyed 
fire on the morning of the 29th ult. —— 
have been caused by incendiaries, A was burnt to 
death. Among the singular features of the calamity is 
that of the late lessee’s and effects being all re- 
moved before the fire, whilst all the loss falls on the share- 
holders and Burton (the actor) who is a sufferer to the 
extent of 25,000 dol It is also a little singular that 
the incendiary attempt should be made on the day follow- 
ing the day at the theatre, when nearly every claim 
was di ed, To all these facts the pub 
will tufm their attention. 

The Quotidienne states that the receipts of M. Scribe, 
the dramatic author, during the last year, in Paris and the 
provinces, including his shares in the nightly receipts, the 
sale of copyrights of his pieces, his tickets, as author, his 
yey ions from the Opéra, and his marks at the 
Académie Frangaise, amounted to 182,000fr., being 
nearly one-third as much as the gains of all the other 
French dramatic writers put together. ‘ This,” adds the 
Quotidienne, “may be easily believed when it is consi- 
dered that the four principal theatres of Paris are almost 
ym devoted to the representation of the produc- 
tions of his prolific pen, which has brought forth 315 
plays, dramas, operas, and vaudevilles, and which form 
almost the exclusive stock of the provincial theatres.” 
This journal puts down the total amount of M. Scribe’s 
receipts, from his first piece, the Deux Derviches, played 
at the Vaudeville in 1816, to the Jngénue, performed for 
the first time a few days ago, at the Opéra Comique, at 
2,112,000fr... It should be remembered, on the other hand, 
that M. Scribe is by no means the exclusive author of all 
the pieces to which his name is attached. By far the 
greater part of them bear the names of other authors ac- 
companying his own, many of them belonging to young 
dramatic writers, whose ideas and works have been im- 
proved on and arranged by the more experienced dra- 
matist, and who have been glad to get themselves thus 
introduced to the public under the auspices of one whose 
success has long been beyond a doubt. 

The Russian government has offered premiums for the 
best dramatic compositions unborrowed and untranslated. 
The premium is not magnificent, being only 100 ducats. 

Drury Lane Theatre was built in 1662, destroyed by fire 
in 1672, rebuilt in 1674, and burned down three years 
after. It was again burned down in 1809. Covent 
Garden Theatre was built in 1733, and destroyed by fire 
in 1808. Her Majesty's Theatre opened in 170 » burned 
down in 1789. Pantheon, Oxford street, built in 1772, 
burned down in 1784, and eight years after was again de- 
stroyed by fire. Surrey Theatre destroyed in 1805. Royalty 
Theatre burned down in 1819. English Opera house 
destroyed by fire on the 17th February, 1830. Astley’s 
three times burnt down.

and perpetual disfranchisement upon voters convicted of 
receiving bribes, &c., have been ex » as they are to 
be embodied, we believe, in a separate bill, The present 
bill merely enacts that witnesses may be compelled to give 
evidence in cases of bribery before election committees ; 
that witoesses who shall make full disclosures of corrupt

&e. ; and lastly, that evidence of bribery may be given 
without first proving cy. The last clause is very 
important, as it is chiefly owing to the extreme difficulty 
which now exists of proving agency before select com- 
mittees that persons guilty of bribery, &c., contrive to 
escape the penalty.

The entire theatre was filled—the under circle 
with elegantly dressed ladies, the gallery with a throng of 
under-graduates, recalling Milton’s description of Pande. 
moniam by the density with whieh they were packed head 
over head, and not a little too perhaps, by the discordant 
noises to which they gave utterance without intermission. 
The centre of the hall was allocated to the masters of arts, 
non-resident as well as resident; and this was also com. 
pletely filled. The Prince, who looked a little pale, but 
otherwise exceedingly well, wore the gown of a Doctor of 
Civil Law over a black suit, cut in the style of the Wind- 
sor uniform. The saccessive rounds of applause which 
saluted the procession as it moved towards the platform 
lasted for at least five minutes. When the applause had 
subsided, the under-graduates in the gallery gave out in 
succession The Queen” and “ The Prince” with 
great applause.

The Paris papers of Thursday are destitute of news of 
importance. In the Chamber of Peers on Wednesday the 
Ministry was nearly defeated on a bill for preventing the 
sale of new goods by auction, but “ escaped,” the Opposi- 
tion papers contend, ‘‘ by a majority of three—four 
Ministers having, however, concurred in producing that 
majority.” The question was not one of a political nature, 
but the enmity of the Peers was not the less strongly 
demonstrated in their hostility to it. The Madrid 
journals of the 10th inst. state that the procession of 
Corpus Christi was performed on that day with much 
pomp, under the auspices of the Regent. The military 
cortége was extremely brilliant. There is nothing else 
worthy especial notice. 


The Gazette of last night announces the election of 
Lord Blayney as a representative Peer of Ireland, in the 
room of Earl O’ Neill, deceased. 

The Queen has been graciously pleased to approve of 
the appointment of George Hayter, Esq., as Principal 
Painter in Ordinary to her Majesty, in the room of Sir 
David Wilkie, deceased.—Gazette of last night. 

Yesterday being the anniversary of the battle of Water- 
loo, the Duke of Wellington gave his annual banquet 
to the officers who had distinguished themselves in that 
glorious achievement. The assemblage of the heroes was 
more numerous than last year, although time yearly makes 
ravages in the ranks of these veteran warriors. Covers 
were laid for seventy-five. 

It was expected that a commission would have been held 
—* to give the Royal assent to a vast number of 
ills which have passed both Houses of Parliament, but it 
is postponed until Monday. Upwards of 100 bills (the 
great majority of which are private acts) await the Royal 
assent.

A Frencu Do-THE-Boys HaLt.—In the course of last 
week the Lord Mayor received a letter on a subject of 
— * interest.—At about five miles from Boulogne-ser- 

er is the academy kaown as the Chateau de la Chapelle, a 
large ancient house, situated in s of a very ae ue 
and enchanting appearance. e master is a single gentle- 
man, who lias ruled a school by periodically visiting Eondon 
and advertising in the public j ls, Till within a few 
weeks of the t date the establishment he had suc- 
ceeded in thus forming consisted of English and American 
youths. Parents eagerly embraced an opportunity to send 
their boys to be advanced in the French language at an esta- 
blishment tly so comfortable. John Forrester, of 
the Mansion house police establishment, having some busi- 
ness at Boulogne, made a hasty visit to his son, who was one 
of the papils. The father was so shocked at the child's 
a and at the report the boy gave of the treatment 
the pupils received, that he immediately removed the lad, 
and with him his friend Ruthven’s two sons, who had been 
sent to the school by his recommendation. He brought his 
son home, and called on the parents of some of the other 
boys, to state his reasons for removing the boy from the 
academy. Two sons of Mr Earp, of Fleet street, being at 
the school, Mrs Earp, upon being informed that they were 
subj to a starvation diet and cruel treatment, hastened 
to Boulogne for the purpose of either satisfying herselt of 
the incorrectness of the report, or to bring ber sons home. 
On her arrival at the Chateau de la Chapelle, she was not 
admitted beyond the large hall, and she there had an inter- 
view with the master aod his mother. She found her chil- 
dren half famishing, and from being of strong and robust 
appearance on their leaving home nine months previously, 
both were now thin and emaciated. One of them had had a 
sore foot four months without any attention being paid to it. 
On complaining of the situation in which she found the boys, 
and referring to the hearty and healthy condition they exhi- 
bited at the time they joined the academy, the mistress, in 
an emphatic manner, declared that all English boys were in 
a rotten and vulgar state from repletion, and their unhealthy 
flesh required to be rednced by a spare diet. Mrs Ear 
brought her sons home, and from them learned that the boys 
were seldom indulged with meat at a meal, and that when- 
ever it was allowed the quantity was confined to scarcely 
two ounces each. 30lb. of flour weekly supplied the whole 
establishment with bread and pies. At breakfast a cup of 
bran tea, unsweetened, and two thin slices of bread formed 
the meal. Eight or nine hours after, a few toes sufficed 
for dinner, no supper was allowed at all. There bein 
no servant, male or female, or occasional helper of any kind, 
the boys were compelled to become cooks, bakers, butchers, 

8, field-labourers, gardeners, ostlers, cow-boys, and 
in fine, to perform all the drudgery of the establishment. 
The chateau being of large dimensions, twelve of the rooms 
were unoccupied ; neither these nor those tenanted were ever 
cleaned. Clean sheets to the beds was too refined a luxury 
to be indulged in frequently; and during nine months it is 
solemnly asserted that those essentials to comfort were only 
c once. Water was brought from a distance by the 
boys, by yoke and pails, and then carefully locked up from 
their use. A slight complaining by any of the boys was imme- 
diately silenced by severe chastisement and starvation. Me- 
dicine, of which there was an abundance, was carefully 
introduced whenever meals were short. During the late 
severe winter fires were seldom allowed, but the boys were 
constrained to gambol in an underground stone kitchen, 
without food, for ten or twelve hours together to warm them- 
selves. Sometimes they were sent out to gather sticks to 
kindle a fire with, which afterwards were very sparingly 
used. By neglect and want of cleanliness many boys con- 
tracted very bad chilblains—some were confined to their 
beds by the ulcerations which supervened. The chateau 
was five miles from Boulogne ; watchful eyes prevented any 
attempt on the part of the boys to correspond, and any in- 
fri t of their rules was met by certain and severe 
panishment and starvation, The boys were employed to 
slaughter, skin, and dress a calf, the entrails of which were 
afterwards baked in a pie and brought to table for several 
successive days. The master also kept a pony and phaeton, 
which were loeked after by the boys; and occasionally, 
when he drove his mother out, the boys were made to follow 
for many miles on foot. Those who were unable to do so 
by reason of their bad feet, were shut up in a room till their 
retarn. One little fellow, who, from being a strong stout 
boy, had dwindled by excessive bad treatment to a mere 
skeleton, and was so weak as to be scarcely able to walk, 
was often subjected to the most cruel treatment in being 
beaten, cuffed, and made sport of to amuse the other boys. 
There were no regular school hours, the master rarely or 
scarcely ever heard the boys their lessons, but each repeated 
them to the other.

the vessel “heeled off” into deep water, and went down 
stern foremost so suddenly that the “painters” of the boats 
could not be cast off, the people who had embarked in 
the boats perished, with their equally unfortunate compa- 
nions on board the ship, except four of the crew and four 

sengers, who alone, of upwards of 150 souls, remained to 
tell the tale. These eight persons had embarked in the gig; 
which was towing astern, and fortunately for them the rope 
which attached it to the vessel broke when she went down. 
They succeeded in pulling to White Island, where they re- 
mained until the following day, when they were taken .
